64 557.769 PAID 
IN INCOME TAXES 


Increase of 17.08 Per Cent 
Over Previous Year 
Shown in Report Made 
Public by Treasury. 


Washington, D. C., January 18.— 
(Special.)—Georgia citizens paid $4,- 
557,769 in personal income taxes into 
the national treasury during 19253, 
based on income in 1922. representin; 
53 per cent of the total income tax 
paid by the whole country. Of this. 
$2,654,508 was normal tax; $1,801. 
253 surtax, and $71,918 tax on cap- 
lital net gain. 

This tax represented an increase of 
17.08 per cent over that collected in 
1922, based on 1921 incomes, when 
the total was $5,892,645. 

The net taxable income in 1922 
of individuals in Georgia was $199,- 
432.531, or .93 per cent of the per- 
sonal taxable income of the country. 
This taxable income is 10.60 per 
cent more than for the previous year. 

The figures compiled by the treas- 
ury have just been made public. 

69,988 Filed Returns. 

The number of returns filed in 
Georgia for 1922 income taxes was 
69.988, a gain of 3.385 per cent over 
1921. Of this total, 25,815 came fror 
Atlanta, with 7.759 from Savannah, 
4,707 from Macon, 4,212 from Augusta 
and 2,418 from Columbus, with otk. 
cities represented by less than a thou- 
sand. 

The average net income of returns 
‘from Georgia in 1922, was $2,849.52; 
the average amount of tax paid 
$65.12; the per capita net income re- 
ported, $67.15: and the per capita 
tax, $81.55. Only 2.35 per cent of the 
population of the state filed returns.

Washington, January 18.—The 
Varis agreement, which has creat- 
el such a stir in Washington, was 
made a few days ago between fi- 
nance ministers of the allied pow- 
ers for the purpose of prorating 
the lump sum of reparations col- 
lections made from Germany under 
the Dawes plan. The United States 
appointed Frank B. Kellogg, am- 
bassador at London: Myron T. 
Herrick, ambassador at Paris, anl 
Colonel James A. Logan, as offi- 
cial American representatives. 

The allied powers agreed to poy 
to the United States out of these 
collections an annual installment 
on the $250.000.000 costs incurred 
in keeping the American army on 
the Rhine and war damage claims 
amounting to about $350,000,000. 
[It was decided to give the United 
States 55,000,000 gold marks a year 
and.in addition 21-4 per cent of 
receipts from Germany under the 
Dawes plan. 


The American representatives 
signed the entire agreement, includ- 
ing sections which are of interest 
only among the allied powers.

York. was seen walking near a traes 
tion station by four detectives whe 
were passing in an automobile. De- 
tective Fred Puckett aceosted the 
fugitive, who immediately opened fire. 
The bullets went wild and the of- 
ficers overpowered him before he 
could shoot again. 

Admits His Identity. 
| <After a grilling at police headquar- 
ters, Chapman admitted his identity, 
but other than that he would make 
no statement, When searched, he was 
in possession of two hot- 
pistol and 


$4,963 in cash. 

Chapman was taken to Indianapo- 
lis tonight under guard, where he was 
turned over to. federal authorities. 

About four months ago, local poe 
life were “tipped” off that Chapman 
was in this city, but he made his 
|get-away when the officers got close 
on his trail. He has been in Muncie 
[several times since then, police said, 
ibut always has, until today, been sue- 
cessful in eluding the authorities. 

Close In On Bandit. 

Motor Policeman Collins and De- 
tective Goodpaster saw Chapman at 
11:30 o'clock this morning one square 
from the courthcuse. Officer Collins 
trailed the fugitive, while Detective 
Goodpaster went after Captain of Po- 
lice Puckett and Detective Brown, 
who were waiting for Chapman io 
appear at a place nearby. Collias 
trailed Chapman for five squares, 
while the other officers got in a po- 
lice car and prepared to make the 
capture, 

Captain Puckett drove alongside 
Chapman and inquired “Does Mr. — 
live along here?” Chapman saw the 
other men coming near him and he 
turned his back for a second, then 
whirled around with a pistol in his 
hand. He shot in the direction of 
Captain Puckett, but Officer Collins 
leaped on Chapman's back, causing 
the shot to go wild. The officers 
wrested the revolver from him and 
handcuffed him. 

Blames False Pal. 

While being taken to police head- 
quarters, Chapman told the officers 
he did not blame them for his arrest, 
but cursed “the man who turned me 
up for blood money.” 

Postoffice Inspector Kelley was 
called from Winchester, Ind., and ar- 
riving here remarked to Chapman: 


“You are a smart fellow, Cha ve 
The fugitive replied: “Yes, but look 
at me now.”

Escaped in 1923. 

Chapman escaped from Atlanta peni- 
tentiary in March, 1923, but was re- 
captured. While in a hospital in 
Athens, Ga., recovering from wounds 
suffered when recaptured after the 
first attempt, he again esccved on 
April 4, 1923. He has been sought 
widely since then in many states. 

Chapman has been suspected of 
many crimes since his escape. 
police expressed the opinion that he 
was connected with the daring daylizht 
holdup near Greenwich Village, in 
which ten armed bandits waylaid a 
customs truck and seized jewels and 
watches valued at $145,000. 

A Mount Vernon, N. Y., policeman, 
who was shot and robbed of his re- 
volver by a bandit on December 6, is 
said to have identified the robber from 
photographs at police headquarters as 
Ohapman. 

About 35 Years Old. 

Chapman is now about 35 years 
old. He has the air of a gentleman 
and was known for many yeurs us 
“the Count of Grammercy Park.” He 
had been known to the police for some 
time before the mail robbery on Octo- 
ber 24, 1921, for which he was sent 
to Atlanta. 

Chapman’s feat was one of the most 
daring ever known here. He had 
watched the old postoffice for week<, 
and together with his confederates 
carefully planned the holdup. 

As the mail truck they had select- 
éd left the post office for the general 
post office up town, Chapman and 
his gang followed in an automobile, 
crowded the car to the curb, and 
then, without either vehicle stopping, 
Chapman mounted swiftly from the 
touring car to the truck and thrust 
a gun under the nose of the mail 
truck driver. 

Stole $2,400,000. 

The bandits took the truck away 
from the driver, turned it into a side 
street and stole $2,400,000 in cash 
and securities. 

After the robbery, Chapman was 
sought throughout the world, and was 
found July 38, 1922, in New York 
City. He was sentenced to 25 years 
in the Atlanta penitentiary. After 
being there six months he escaped, 
only to be recaptured two days later. 
A few weeks later he escaped again 
and was at liberty until bis capture 
at Muncie, Ind., today.

Washington, January 18.—Million- 
aires appear to be on the increase. 
There were 67 millionaires paying 
taxes in 1923, on 1922 ircomes, more 
than three times as many as the pre- 
ceding year, 1921. ‘The 1922 figure 
is the highest since 1918, when exact- 
ly the same number of iillicnaires 
paid income taxes. 

Figures were maid public by the 
treasury Sunday night. The increase 
in millionaires and other wealthy tax- 
payers is a reflection, either of cener- 
ally improved conditions o: of a dispo- 
sition of moneyed men not to seek 
loopholes dn the law, or perhaps both. 
the one reacting upon the other. 

Increase Due to Millionaires. 

The very substantial increase tn 
taxes from those with incomes over 
$1,000.000 was responsible for the 
total of taxes pouring into the treas- 
ury in 1923, on 1922 incomes, being 
10.69 per cent greater than those col- 
lected in 1922 on 1921 incomes. Those 
helow renerally registered little 
change. This is shown in a detailed 
‘cout, Jnst made public by the treas- 
ury, in a heavy volume as thick as 
the ordinary best-seller which will. in 
turn, become the hanbook for congress 
when it takes up further tax reduc- 
tion next December. 

This, in brief. is the story told by 
the figures for 1922 taxes:

Figure in Tax Reduction. 

This report by the treasury will have 
an important part in future considera- 
tion of tax reduction, particularly as 
regards surtaxes. Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon, pointing to the small 
number of millionaires and less 
wealthy classes reporting in 1921, 
argued that high surtaxes were driving 
those with heavy incomes to invest- 
ment in tax-exempt securities and to 
concealing their wealth through loop- 
holes in the law. 

Those who oppose |'s plea for lop- 
ping off surtaxes will use the fizures 
of 1922, showing a great increase in 
wealthy taxpayers, to refute his ar- 
gument. 

The average net income per return 
for 1922 was $3.143.46, the average 
tax, $126.86, and the average tax rate, 
4.04 per cent.

GEORGE HARVEY SAYS 
U. S. WAS DECOYED. 
Washington, January 18.—eorge 


|Harvey, former ambassador to Great 


Kritain and regarded here as the na- 
tion's leading editorial champion of 
the Coolidge administration, provided 
a Sunday sensation with an editorial 
in the Washington Post denouncing 
the Paris agreement and suggesting 
nullification. 

Harvey believes the American 
representatives were decoyed jnto in- 
volvement in European affairs, and 
he supports this with quotations 
from statements of European officials 
expressing the elated view that at 


‘last the United States hus resumed 


her partnerhip with Europe. 

“Europe will now rely on the 
United States to play the Shylock 
for 100 per cent of the spoils in return 
for her graciously granted 2 1-4 per 
cent participation,” Harvey observed 
sarcastically. 

Is First Attack. 

This is the first time that the 
famous editor has used his vitrolie 
pen against the Coolidge administra- 
tion. 

The heading of his signed editorial 
is significant: “American Duped. 
Trapped by European Diplomats in 
Paris, Atrocious Agreement. Waiv- 
ing Independence. Leaping into Cock- 
pit of Europe. Is There No Way 
Out?” 

“We had no premonition of our 
country being decoyed overnight into 
such a quagmire of disrepute and dan- 
ger as this,” he says. 

“So here we are,” Harvey contin 
ues, “pledged to intervention in the 
cockpit of Europe, at the instance of 
othere, during the next half century, 
stalled, if you please, in a corrall 
horse-high and hog-tight. 

Suggests Way Out. 

“Tt is inconceivable that a staunch 
American like President Coolidge 
could approve an arrangement so ut- 
iterly opposed to all of ouy country’s 
traditions, prineipies and _ practices. 
But how ean he reject it without dis- 
crediting the nation ind incidentally 
repudiating his own secretary of state 
designate. Aud how ecvuld Mr. 
Hughes, thouzh now virtually super- 
seded apparently, advise him with 
propriety to pursue such a course? 

“A way out may be ——— in the 
statute pronibitiug «ommissions ap- 
pointed by the president from making 
binding agreements or in the legal 
view that agreements sucn as that of 
Paris constitute treaties in effect and 
must be ratified by the senate.

Columbus, Ga., January 18.—The 
Chattahoochee river was reported to 
be steadily rising tonight, with the 
prediction that it will go to 45 feet.

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Bishop John M. Moore, of Dallas, Texas, 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
has written an exhaustive explanation of the 
Partnership Pian of Unification,”” which 
is today the most vital subject of interest 
among all Methodists, as well as among 
church people of other denominations who 
are watching with interest the outcome of 
the move for unification between the two 


great branches of th 
America. e Methodist church in 


Bishop Moore has been a member of the 
unification commission for ten years and 
was chairman of the subeommittee of 16 
which drafted the partnership plhkn of uni- 
fication. Hig article, in full, is given 
herewith: 


BY BISHOP JOHN M. MOORE, 
M. E. Church, South. 


: The Methodist people of the United 
States, if not of the world, are now 
greatly interested in the coming to- 
gether of the Methodist Episcopal 
church and the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south: Several years igo the 
Methodist bodies of Canada united 
and formed the Methodist Church of 
( anada, In 1907 the three Methodist 
bodies in Japan which arose under 
the missionary labors of the three 
bodies mentioned, united and formed 
the Methodist Church of Japan. At 
present the several Methodist bodies 
of England have before them a plan 
of union and will probably at an ear- 
ly date become one. Because vf the 
fact that the Methodist Episcopal 
chareh and the - Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, have together over 
Seven million communicants and a 
constituency of practically one-fifth 
of all the people in the United States 
and about seventy per cent of all the 
Methodists in the world, their union 
is a matter of the keenest interest 
not only to themselves but also to 
world-wide Methodism, to world-wide 
Protestantism and to world-wide 
Christianity, 

In unity there is strength. In 
unity there is brotherhood, comrade- 
ship and mobilized manhood. Schism 
and division are elements of weak- 
ness, whereas, oneness and coopera- 
tion are elements of power. In 
nothing is this more certainly true 
than in the Christian church. Chris- 
tianity ean never deliver its full force 
npon the issues and. problems af 
world-wide humanity in small groups. 
The world could not now move under

apart. It is not so much a question 
of waste of resources, although that 
is bad enough, as it is of these divi- 
sions among Chsistuin people thai 
are being kept up. Why should an- 
tagonisms engendered in other days 
be maintained? Why should not the 
churches help to unify the nation and 
its people? Why should they keep 
alive feelings and issues that al! 
other bodies and societies are trying 
to forget and let die. Why cannot 
the churches compose their differences 
in the interest of the nation, of so- 
ciety in general, and of Christianity 
in its world-wide mission, if not in 
their own behalf. ‘Ihoughtful men 
and women everywhure, icaders in the 
welfare of humanity, are asking these 


swer them. 

Since 1884 there has been two great 
Methodist divisions in this country, 
one largely northern and the other 


great heartiness, excepting three of 


largely southern. Their distinctive 
features have been just that: north- 
ern and southern. In practically ev- 
erything else they are alike. For 50 
vears there were many and command- 
ing reasons for this separation, but 
for 25 years now there have been just 
as many and just as commanding rea- 
sons why they should unite. ‘Today 
it is an outstanding duty and they have 
set themselves resolute] - to perform it 
and never to stop until they do per- 
form it. Unification is right and it 
must come to be. 

How can unification be accomplish- 
ed ? By what plan acceptable to 
both Methodisms can it. be offered? 
it Las not been easy to answer these 
questions. For a dozen year a joint 
commission composed of 50 men of 
recognized ability labored diligently 
and prayerfully to find a way and con- 
struct a plan that they themselves 
could approve and recommend. Only 
one such plan has ever been produced 
and that is the plan now before the 


churches..One other plan was wrought 
out, but it was never approved or rec- 
ommendec by the commission that p. - 
duced ic. Ths plan was never acted 
by the general conference of 
either church. The opposition to it 
in loth churches was so strong that 
the Northern General conference asked 
that it be referred to a general con- 


request the Southern General confer- 
ence did not grant. 

Only three root ideas from which a 
plan could be developed have ever been 
suggested. One is that the organic 
union, that is, the restoration of the 
status that existed before the division ; 
another that of regional divisions with 
more or less regional control under re-

Church par‘tiership on an equal ba- 
sis in a great Methodist. firm. That 
is the idea that pervades gnd dom- 
nates tue pending plan of unification. 
ihe two churches come together, just 
as they are, without any change, with 
tyual rank uud power, and unite to 
cv business under a joint management 
lor the common govud of the twe ot 
Christianity, of tue nation and the 
world. As two honest, straizgutfor- 
ward, hard-working, Christ-minded 
oodies, they propose to come inte this 
firm and intu thorough cvoperation 
with each other in spreading Christian 
holiness over the land and the lands. 
That is their only business and surely 
ihey siuvuld ve able to do it better as 
cooperating partners than as com- 
peting rivals. ‘That is the heart vo: 
this plan of unificatien. 

_ Of course, if two rascals are form- 
ing this firm, or if one of them is a 
rascal, or tf eavh is suspicious that 
the other may be a rascal, this part- 
nership would be unwise. But are 
they rascals—is either one a rascal— 
has either one reason to believe that 
the other is a rascal? ‘Those who 
believe that should vote against uni- 
fication. 
one is just as honest, just as reliable, 
just as Christian, as the other and 
that both are thoroughly so. They 
have lived their lives and done their 
labors in my presence for a third of 
a century and | believe in them. They 
will both do the right thing. People 
who do the right thing will get along 
with each other whether in the same 
firm or in the same family. So with 
churches the spirit of unification will 
insure the success of efforts to effect 
it and nothing else will do it. Part- 
nership unification is simple, practi- 
cal, safe, adequate and desirable. No 
one is called upon to give up any- 
thing. No new machinery is added. 
No conference loses any of its present 
rights or power. No bishop is 
changed in his relations, his respon- 
sibilities, or his place of service. No 
minister or layman is coerced into 
any jurisdiction. No local church or 
congregution loses its identity, its 
present relation to its present bishops 
or conferences or its present control 
over \its property. Everybody may 
go as he or she is now going, except- 
ing that everyone must work for the 
firm. ‘This is what partnership uni- 
fication means, and what it will re- 
quire of all constituents and repre- 
sentatives. It makes a strong appeal 
to all who want the two churches 
to come together. 

The Partnership Plan. 

Let us examine this pian in the 
light of the basie principle that the 
two churches come together on a 
basis of equal rank and powers. The

dictions and each contains just the 
churches, annual conferences, mission 
conferences, and missions, which its 
corresponding church now has. When 
firm business is to be done each juris- 
diction sends its jurisdictional con- 
ference as its representative to act 
with the other in a united general 
conference. ‘This united general con- 
ference is not a super-general con- 
ference in the sense of having supreme 
power, for it is given no more power 
than. the general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
now posseses and exercises. That 
fact should be constantly borne in 
mind and emphasized. ‘The united 
general conference is given no more 
power than is now possessed and ex- 
ercised by the southern general con- 
ference. No firm business of the 
united church can be done without 
he approval of each partner. That 
is why “every vote in the general con-

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Judicial Council. 

The judicial council has _ been 
harshly criticised by persons who 
seem to have a very false idea of its 
purpose and its powers. One man 
sent out a leaflet containing this 
statement: “A few men sitting at the 
very head of the church have powers 
greater than the powers of the gen- 
eral conference, the bishops or any 
other group in the church,” Another 
says in his leaflet: *‘This council is 
the highest authority in the church, 
and upon appeal made <o it, can veto 
the act of either jurisdiction ang of 
the general conference and all boards, 
and by a bare majority can render a 
decision that will establish any plan 
or policy conforming to the views of 
this bare majority, and. the courts of 
the country would enforce these laws 
of constitutional decision made by a 
bare majority of the judicial council. 
Shall we change our present plan of 
changing our church law and our con- 
stitution which must be by vote of 
three-fourths of our annual confer- 
ences and leave our church laws to 
the decision of one man?” These two 
quotations reveal in a glaring way 
the gross misconceptions of the judi- 
cial council upon which arguments 
against the plan have been based.

The judicial council seems to be a 
new thing in Methodism, but in real- 
ity itis only a new name for a com- 
bination of old things that now exist 
in the two churehes. If all would keep 
in mind.that partnership is the «ey 
idea of this plan of unification and 
that it means the putting together of 
what now exists separately in the two 
churches, the judicial council would 
not be a bugaboo. It is not a supreme 
court with unlimited and autocratic 
power. It can do only three things 

1. Sit as a court of appeals, with 
just the powers that now belong tv 
our committee on appeals. It takes 
the place of committee on appeals in 
our church and of the court vf ap- 
peals in the church, north. 

2. Arrest an action of a commercial 
board, but only upon the appeal of a 
majority of the bishops o¢ one-fifth 
of the members of said board. ‘This 
is a new provision in Method'sm. It 
would never have been inserted ex- 
cept for a recommendation of our 
southern bishops made in their ail- 
dress to the general conference in 
1918. 
some easy methud be devised for ur- 
resting illegal and unconstitutional 
action upon the parts of boards of 
the church.” To carry out ths sug- 
gestion and the purpose contained in 
it this provision was made. It will 
probably seldom if ever be employed. 

3. Pass upon the constitutionality 
of the legislative acts of the general 
conference and of the jurisdictional 
conferences, and when said acts are 
found to be wuneonstitutional refer 
them back to the general cenference to 
be acted upon there and then passed 
on to the annual conference according 
to the legal process for altering a re- 
strictive rule. This is the very power 
that is now invested in our colleze 
of bishops, where it has heen since 
1870. It is sometimes called “The 
Veto Power” of the bishops, really 
a misnomer, because in reality it 1s 
only the power to arrest legislation 
that affecis the constitution and re- 
quires that it take the course for 
altering a restrictive rule. It is jst 
the same thing with a judicial council. 

The council can do nothing beside 
this. It cannot declare the acts ct 
the general conference illegal and void. 
It cannot determine any legal question 
finally, exvept such as are determinec 
finally now by our committee on ap- 
peals. All other legal findings must 
be rewewed, that ix, referred to the

Boards. 

What about the toards? Of course, 
each jurisdiction will have jurisdic- 
tional boards. Will there be any firm 
boards? That is @ matter to be de- 
cided by the jurisdictional conferenées 
in their joint or general conference 
sessions, ‘ 

It seems evident that some partner- 
ship board should be formed. Foreign 
missions for instance would almost 
inevitably call for a foreign missions 
boards. It seems that possibly a com- 
bination of our publishing intefests 
could be advantageously made upon a 
partnership basis.. The Surday school 
work of the two churches now has 
strong combination features and these 
might be increasal. But whatever is 
done the pattnership idea will un- 
questionably be dominant in the make- 
up and control of these boards. 

Name. / 

Some have criticised: the plan be- 
cause of the selection of the partner- 
ship name is left to the first gen- 
eral conference of the united church. 

e commisssion faced this question, 
would it be better for the commis- 
sion, composed of ten bishops, twenty 
laymen and twenty’ ministers, to 
choose the name, or for the united 
general conference, composed of a full 
quota of representatives at every an- 
nual conference in both Methodisms. 
to select the names? In which way 
could the wish of the two churches 
be best obtained? The commiasion 
thought. it best to have the entire 
church select the name. It is very cer- 
tain that the two words “Methodists” 
and “chureh” will be in the name. 
Will the words “Episconal,’’ United.” 
“of America,” “of the United States.”

Instead of the commission 
receiving criticism for leaving the se- 
lection of the name to the partners 
in their general conference, it would 
appear that it should have the com- 
mendation of all Methodists. ‘ 
Fears. 

There are many very conscientious 
persons who hold certain fears of uni- 
fication upon this partnership basis. 
Whether those fears could be removed 
With unification or any other basis 
cannot now be known, but there are 
crave doubts of that being possible. 
When it is remembered that only two 
other plans have been thought of by 
anyone; one, organic union or econ- 
solidation of the two into one, and the 
other the regional conference system 
of union, which brought forth the 
same objections and fears from these 
same leaders, one must doubt the 
possibility of allaying these fears on 
any basis. So it seems that the best 
thing to do is to show them. so far 
as that is possible, that these fears 
are- largely groundless. 

Absorption. 

Much has been said, about the 
northern church absorbing the south- 
ern church. In the first place. why 
the motives of four million 
their leaders, whom 
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family, whether of southern or north 
ern origin, then they will take away 
all barriers to their full unity. Such 
is my firm belief. Who can deny it? 
The fine thing about partnership uni- 
fieation is that the people are not 
coerced into new jurisdictional rela 
tions but are allowed and encouraged 
to work out their local harmony. 
Partnership unification will remove 
the incentive, purpose and motive for 
further overlapping, competition and 
rivalry and create the incentive, anJ 
motive for cooperation, coordination 
and combination of all Methodist 
forces in any locality or section. 


Modernism. 


Some men who declare that they 
favor unification on some basis but 
not on the partnership basis are afraid 
of what may be termed modernisia. 
Why they are afraid one could 
scarcely say. There will be no more 
modernism in the two churches com- 
bined than in them separate. The 
present division lines will not keep 
modernism on one side or the other. 
Jurisdictional voting will protect each 
side as it wishes to be protected. If 
modernism is error and the opposite 
is truth and our side now has the 
truth, why can it not withstand the 
error whatever may happen regard 
ing unification? If medernism would 
be stronger by unification so weuld 
anti-modernism be stronger. There 
may be some reasons why the matter 
should be used to create sentiment 
against unification, but it does not 
appear to the uninitiated. 

The Negro. 

The negro has been used to create 
sentiment aguinst unification upon 
every basis so far suggested, wliether 
the organic, tne regional, or the part- 
o-rship. It is alsu true that no one 
who has spoken or written 
unification has ever said that he would 
favor unification on this or any other 
plan if the negro were eliminated, 
that is, set off in a body of his own. 
It is everywhere recognized that the 
racial prejudice in the south is so 
strong that it can be very successfully 
used to create opposition against any 
movement in which the negro is in 
vo'ved. Christian people are some- 
times inadvertently led into that thing. 
Some good Christian people have be- 
come greatly stirred up against unifi- 
cation becaus® someone has told them 
that if unification came they may 
lave negro bishops presiding over 
ineir conferences. negro members 
f-ocking into their churches, negro 
children and youth forcing themselves 
into their schools and colleges, and 
uegro passengers on the trains com- 
ing into the white coaches. How pre- 
posterous! Llow ridiculously absurd! 
jlow cruelly untrue! Nothing of that 
kind will be any more possible after 
vrifieation than it is right now. 

Everybody knows—or can know if 


he will read the plan—that no bish- 


cp, white or negro, can administer 
in any way outside of his jurisdic- 
tien without the consent of the bieh- 
ops of the other jurisdictions, nor can 
any bishop, white or negro, preside 
over the general conference unless 
chosen by a majority vote of each 
croup of bishups. ‘That means that 
no negro bishop can ever preside over 
the general conference nor hold any 
white southern conference, unless our 
white southern bishops agree to it. 
ldoes any sane man imagine that any 
southern bishop would have little 
enough sense ever to vote for a negro 
hishop’ to preside over a_ southern 
white conference or over a general 
conference? If he did so vote he 
would be silenced sv quickly that he 
would not know his own name. Were 
4 negro bishop appointed to preside 
over a white :outhern conteren:e, does 
anyone suppose that any southern con- 
‘erence would then allow him to pre- 
side? Southera people have a way 
of taking care Jf such a matter. What

Unifications on the pending plan 
will not alter the existing status of 
the negroes in the south nor in the’ 
material way the present relations, or 
lack of relations, with the member- 
ship of our white southerff Methodist 
churches.

Constitution. 


Some eritics of the partnership 
compact have rather inguardedly if 
not rashly declared that the plan did 
not provide a constitution. A little 
study of the plan will probably bring 
everyone to see that the plan dves 
contain a constitution. . The plan con- 
tains the six restrictives rules ad 
they have been considered the heart 
of the Methodist constitution, if no 
more, since 1808S. The contents of the 
plan from Arts. III to IX are essenti- 
ally and necessarily constitutional in 
| nature and foree. Then to make 
sure that the constitution was com- 
plete and nothing was left unprotected 
Art. XI was inserted. It says: “In 
all matters not specifically set forth 
in these articles and until the gener- 
al conference by legal process shall 
otherwise ordain, the rules rt govern- 
ment in the disciplines of the respec- 
tive churches shall be of full force 
and effective aad binding upon the 
jurisdictions, respectively.” That 
is clear. Whatever the constitution 
of either is not included in the com- 
pact is kept in effect until it is 
changed, and it cannot be changed in 
any other way than hy the course 
now recuired for changing the con- 
stitation. So the plan does really 
contain a constitution fcr ihe united 
church, 

The annual conferences are pro- 
tected in the compact in just the same 
Way as they are now in the southern 
church, because no additional power 
is given ts» the united general con- 
ference and no new constitutional 
provision is inserted that affects in 
any way whatsoever, the right and 
powers of annual conference. Arts, 
[Vv and XI substantiate completely 
that statement. One brother has read 
Art. IV so as to make him declare 
that it “cuts our representation in 
| the general conference just nalf.”’ He 


| is very much mistaken. That article 


was written with an eye to presery- 
ing the present representation until 
the jurisdictions might ask for a re- 
duction.

The heel of a rubber fre- 
quently served as a nose protector. 
Sweaters were part of regular winter 
clothing and old ones were used on 
the gridiron.

DOPE CONFERENCE 
10 RESUME TODAY 


Geneva, January 18.—The United 
States and the old world will come 
to a showdown on opium Monday 
afternoon. ‘The league of nations 
anti-narcotic conference will recon- 
vene then to determine whether Amer- 
ican ideals or Europe's pecuniary 
interest in opium production and con- 
sumption shall govern the attitude of 
the world toward the drug. 

Stephen G. Porter is the chief 
American delegatesto the angry and 
frequently interrupted conference, His 
struggle to force the conference to 
adopt the American anti-narcotie pro- 
gram resulted in the countries which 
have objected to the American scheme 
appointing new delegates to the con- 
erc':ce since it broke up in a row 
in December. 

Whether the change of delegates 
also means a change in policy on 
the part of Great Britain, France. 
Holland and India will be known soon 
after the conference sits down. The 
first question on the agenda is the 
American demand for an annual 10 
per cent diminution of the production 
of opium for smoking in the far east. 
This gradual decrease at the source 
would continue until eastern addicts 
ceased smoking for Jack of the drug. 

Great Britain, France, Holland and 
India have insisted heretofore that 
the conference is not competent to 
consider such a suggestion. If this afti- 
tude is maintained Monday, it is nreb- 
able that the American delezation 
would withdraw.
